What is theperpeniiicuVir hightcf this Mountain, I cannon 
learn, it c innot perhaps be rigNdy taken , being fo fubjeiSl to 
alter itsheiglic and iii ipe. But it is a very goodly Mountain to 
look upon, as one paticsby Sti to the Eaft-ward,ftanding alone 
byitfelf, rifingfrom thevery fliore^ andat(h)rceft paffigeis 
reckoned 20. miles up to the top^.thoagh from C4r4^M it hath 
50. mileSjis before,

confifts of two Subflanc s , a Wliite and a Grayifh,and that the 
former is ccntinued with the Nerves, that are diftributad 
throu.^h the whole B >dy ; and the Utter fcrves in fame placi'S 
for a kind of Cortex to the white, and in others, fevers the 
white filaments from one another. But t!iat they arc yn igno- 
rant, what thofe fubflances are 5 in what rajtmer the Nerves 
arejoynedia ihtWhite-^ and how farr their e.«reamities ad- 
vance in it-, from, which difpoficion yet depends all th2 diver- 
sity and variety cf our fenfituns and motions. Aodasfor 
the Femricks or Cavities of : lie Brain , he afhrmss them to be 
ao lets unknown, Uian its Sabf^ncei fome Anatomifts lodgr 
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ingin them the Spirits , others male ing them the receptacles of 
the Excrements of the Braia- and both petplexiun~aiIi.".oing. 
the fourceand urueof the Excrements , and the SpiritSjand the 
manner oftheprodu(ft on of thelattd-. 

BfrfiJesthis, he finds a great dcie<a in the way of diffediog 
theB ain, ^nd having fliewed the imp^rte^flioninthe common 
ways , hepiopofw-sand recoiimends that ( thoagh difficult one) 
of continuing the filaments or threds of the Nerves through the 
Sybftinceofthe B.ain, to fee, where thsy pafs, and where 
thty terminate. 

N xt, he entertains t^TRcader with an Enumeration of the 
cHii Errors >{ A latonriift.iOiic'vng thebr-in. And here he ex- 
amine parriciiiirlv ^-he S> fte..>eso' Dr. W//lis and Monfieur Dcs' 
Cartes. 1 1 ch: firmer U nk -'• fj:>ecul notice , that the Auc'ior 
tfie- oHodges t'lV^Common senfe imht corpus StriatHm-j'&t Imagi- 
muon in the Corpus Callofunfr, >.x\i the Memory in the Grapfl) Sub- 
fiance wHch encompilics the white. But then he declares, that 
ihefe affernions are ve.-y obnoxious 5 for,\vhereas Dr. PVil/ii dtf- 
crib s that Corpus (Iri-itum , asif there mere twj fo ts of Streaks 
or Rays J fomeafccricing , fome ccfcend-ng, he fi k's, that a 
fepintioi b ing made of the (Tni^'boayfoin the W(6;>r, thofe 
Rays wi I be found ta be all of the fim?niture, thi:is, they 
make part of the White fubflmce of the Corppi4 Callofum which 
pafles towards the Mirrow of the Bic'f , lepavared in divers 
Layers. by the intervening ofthe (7ni)i/y?)Sabilxnce. Which 
being fo, jaithhe^ with whit certainty csn we be m:.c'e to be- 
lieve, that thofe th ea Op.n-at"o:is are performed in thofe three 
Bodies i And who can le 1 u^ , whether the nervr u> Uibres have 
rheir beginning in the Streaked fody ^ or whether they rstner 
pafs through the CAlom Bedy into t'.e Gray Stibflancct 

l^lh.t Utter oiM. Des Cartes ^ he fia.is, th.at rhit p.'nlo- 
f )pher hath rather d.vifed, in his Treatife of Man-^ fjch an En- 
gine, that psrronns all the afiions, M«n ;ie cip.ibleofj than 
oefcribedMiH, ^%really\^e\%'^ which he iindertiketh to p ovt 
by div rs inftmces, tiktn from the C'4rft.','?,j» fibrick of the 
pats ;it the Brain; in the doing of which our Author liiowt* 
great dfx'erity, skill, and accurutencs. And i:om hence he 
prcccecs, 
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To obfervechewantofexadners mtheCattsor/^/j'*w,hith- 
«rto giv; n of the Brain : and althoegh he acknowledgtth,ihac the 
heft Figures, hitherto made of that part, arc thofe oiDr.Wil- 
iuy yet he finds I'everal faults committed here and there, 
and conceives, there are many things to be added for making 
them perfed : which certainly this able Anatomift will confider 
further, and according to his lagenuiry, as he {hall fee caufe, 
rcdify, if the Author of the Book, aefieiaed on , prevent 
fiim not. 

Haviag thus difcufTed the hitherto pra6lifed way of diifcffiing 
the Brain, and the Jitle light to be derived thence, together 
with the defedlivtnefs of the Figures belonging thereto , he lea- 
vtth it to the Confideration of Judicious men , what faith is to 
be given to the Explications made uponfuch unfolid foondati- 
cnsj and that done, he declares, which are the tsvo only ways 
for attaining the true knowledge of an Engine ; -viz. One^ by 
having the contrivaaceof it difcovered by the Authc r hirafelfj 
the ethet , by taking it in pieces to the very leaft parts , and 
examining them all both feveraily and joyntly. The former 
aoc being to be expeiSed , he excites the Lovers of real know- 
ledge to the cireful performance of the latter ; excafing in the 
meantime thofe tv/o forts ofperfons , that hitherto have ad- 
dicted thgmfs Ives to Anatomical refearches , viz.. Fh^fitians 
and chirurgims , for not having made fatisfaiflory difcoveries 
by their labors, and alieadging on their behalf thtir want of 
sime requifice for this purpofe 5 the ill confequence of which he 
reprefencsto be, that they ofceji undertake to cure a Body, of 
which they kaow act the Stradure , which is no better , '( faith 
he) then if a man would repair or wind up an Engin, thepsrts 
of which he is ignorant of. And as for Profeffors of Univer- 
lities or other Schools , he Judges them not fo proper for that 
particular application , and the variety of methods of differing j 
both which is neceilary for examining every the fmalltft part, 
and the obferveables thereof 5 there being fometimes rsqaired 
whole years for finding out one onely thing , that perhaps may 
afteiwirds bedemonftrated toothersinonehour? which he ex- 
cniplifyes by divers inftances of Difcoveries ^ made by fome 
o( the modern Anatomifts^ 
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He concludes h;s Difcourfe by reGommcndfng the method 
which feems beft and moft convincing to him , for making true 
Difcoveries in Anatomy 5 where he advifeth , that for obtai- 
ning the true hiftory of the parts , we (hould examine and accor- 
tjingly draw them in that 5cate,in which they are found naturally> 
withoqt at all forcing themj thereby to find , whether the parts 
are incfeed joyned together or feparated, and whatfituation Is 
affigned them by Nature it felf. Where he defires , that the 
Anatomift would not only be intent upon the part , on which 
he is for the prcfent employed, but alfo reflect upon all the Ope- 
rations, he hath made before he came to that part, which may 
have caufed fome change or other in the fame , as to i'% fcituati- 
on , connexion ^e. Of which he alfo allec'ges divers Exam- 
ple5,cfpecialy as to the Brain. 

Befides this exa<a attention on all the Operations , he further 
ccunfels the Change of the wdjs of Differing , and deduceth 
theillconfequences of binding ourfelves to certain fixt Laws of 
diffe(Sting each part; this benefit rcfuking from that Change, 
thatif it doth not always difcover fomething new,it lets us know 
at leaft, whether we have been deceived in what we have feen 
formerly, cfpecially in things dubious and contefted. Of the 
neceflity of this Change hebiings manifeflproofsj and having 
donefo, he.alledges the reafon why he fays nothing of the K/ir 
of the parts of the Brain,nor of the adions called Ammal',it being 
impoffible to explain the motioas,that are made by an Engin , 
if the artifice of the parts be not known,and thofe Anatomifts 
rendring themfclves ridiculous, that difcourfe fo magifterially 
of theUfe of the part$,of which they know not the ftru6lure. 

Laft of all , he obfervcs, that when all this, he hath difcour- 
fed ofjftrdone,that is but the leaft ofwhatis^^^cdonej in regard 
that for the acquiring of feme good Knowledge of the Brain 3 
there muft be Diffe^tions aad Examinations made of as many 
Heads, astherearedifferentfpecies's of Animals, and different 
States and Conditions of each kind 5 lincethat in the/e*w.f's of 
Animals it will be feen,How the Brain is formed 5 and what could 
siotbe fceniofoursd and entire grains, may bg feeninfuchj as 
liave been changed by fickoefs. 

Il^lnltead of the-f^^^r Book ^of which w§ porpofed to give hir^- 
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au Aa'omptj we find our f elves obliegcd fomewhat to enlarge that which 
was, foe want of more leifure, too curforily gven in Uumb, 49. of 
Dr , Wittics Anfwcr to HjdnUgia Chjmica , concerning the $carhr(tiv 
Sp.iw. To do therefore right to this Wortliy perfon , we ought among 
other things to take notice of what he faith inhisPreface^ Thut when he 
firji pMij^edhfs Book^hehadfoftndthe Scarbrough Spaw , even i» zo. years 
£xpcrieuce^to he cmlnemlj fmcesful in the Cure ofverj ma«j dif cafes ^ which 
hind refified all rational Methods yjhat hadken ufed either hyhlmfe'f^or o- 
the/s of his Faculty. That now his PraElice had been near ^o. years ^ and 
that now he can add Jome confiderahle Cares ^ which he hath mt hitherto 
exprcjfed. 

Now to follicit this Learned Doftor' and others for theit farther Difco- 
very's of SJinative Waters , and to add weight to the Argument i we may 
obleVve<, that A. 1634. Dr. TholAas rvhitaker^ aifamous phyfitian of 
i\/orB';V/j,Publi(hed in Englifh a difcourfe n.-.i 'r<i^efi(^<-fiai>oxOi Prink^ 
ing A-fincral Waters ; particularly reflcding upon a Mineral Water then 
difcoveredin Norfolk., and producing the Joynt-adviceofall Antiquity 
(as he pretends, j at ieaft of the beft Writers, ni rarely of Hippocrates, 
G*lcn,,yivice»na&c. generally fgainfl; all yfe of Mineral Waters either 
to be taken inwardly , or for any outward application. This 7)ifcourfe 
is recmmendcd by the exprefs approbation and clogiesof .Dr William Cle- 
ment , Fellow and Regifler of the Colledge of Phyfitians in LoJidon, and 
by J^r. Alex. ReadXtWovs ofthef me Colledge. 

This rn:iy.giy,e fit Caution againft the rafh Ufc otiuch Waters, when 
ordinary,' Medicins .mr.y be effeflual •, and to take the advice. of skilful 
Phyfitians inth.e Uie oftliemV And for the Poor , which are not able 
to retain Phyfitians ^ nor to pay Apothecaries ; they mult abide the ad- 
ventu e of rt-p^iring to thofe kind Fountains, which doe not unfrequcntly 
cure, when all other coflly and tedious Methods d<)« faile. And here 
they may find theSuffr^fgeofnuny Curious and mquifitive Authors, and 
the eyjdencc o:f much Experience : Hm. they niay iee the real and great 
performances of Cures,, and -wh^t are the partkulr Cures,, what the 
pirticiilir Ingredient? , and whu the mixtures, together with the feveral 
ways of An-.lyfingthe Waters c?t. 

As to rlie Sanative Properties in general of many Mmerall Fountains 
(betides tlic numerous Experiments of all fortsof people for mmy Ages 
irlfofrre places, andoflate difcovJry in other places; Dt. fViitiet&dKS 
the /udicious teftimoriy of Dt. F>-f«<?i& and jDr' £)«« concerning the 
Xnari^borough Spaw •, D'>dor forddff concerning (he BMhs in Somerfct- 
fllire > JJr.'Heer's Spadocrene ; TJo^jr Frantic far ins and Dr. Ryetius 
of iiie S/t«w»jV in .Germany, /)r. Falkplus Af: therm, /i^uis and the 
Sp .vs inGf-'raLiny and Rome, de Lahieo Apmtano, ^nd the water at 
C/'i'f va : ' fiicli witcrs lo gcincrll , fkr^cfffis and Helmont'y And this 
'j. r '^*T'or? • » •: *'% nation ot Sif; 'M'timf'S 'i^/tll'niCcck'irave: To :-?hith we 
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may now add ytflrAp-Wcl\ in Northimpton , lately difcovered,to^etfier 
with that at Stall-bridge in Somerfecfnire , which laft begins alfo to be ia 
high efteem for extraordinary Cures of the Scorhate , A'fthmci &c. wliirh, 
befides common fame, is (as we were freftily informed by a worthy friend) 
attefted by Z)r. Highmwe , who affirmes alfo upon his own Tryal , that 
it hath a larger proportion of the Minerals, thsn ^flrap-WAttx: ; but 
that the force holds not , if removed from the Spring-hend. And -Dr. 
Wink h.uh.liimfeif fufficiently afferted the Vertuss of the SctrkroHgh- 
Spaw ; and particularly , that it cure d the Afthma , Inveterate Catharrs , 
HiBickt , Confumptions^Seurvj, Drnpfy , and other difeafes , wlien they 
feemed incurable: Ifiat anAlderraan of RhU ( to whom himfelf,and the f;i- 
raous Di'. Pr-ntrofe ^ were, 15. years agoe, joyntly Phyfitians for the 
jifthma) h.\<l in few diys perfeft cure by the Spaw.and is yet living tr> 
vouch the teftmwny.-So that all th; neighbourhood aretiughtby frequeuE 
experience to fing the old Songof C laudian ^vihich he made for his /Iponu^. 
PMica morhcrtim requies^ commune medcKtum 
yluxilium, prafens N$mc)t^ iaempta Salas. 
And this, old Record may put us in mind, that lofty Groves and hes^ 
ling fountains have been reputed Holy inold times , and we cm fliow the 
HofpitaIs,which have been long agoe built and endowed on purpofe to en- 
tertain thepoorpiffengers in their travels to fucli waters. Tills I had not 
here mcncioned.but to introduce our Authors Weighty remark ; That thefc 
Waters loofe all their virtues , yea their quantity and bulk alio, though i;i 
GlalTes.and under the Hermetick SeaTe, if removed from the l-oiincain-. 
head ; that then they became fuddenly putrid, i!!-co!ored^ looGng thetafi: 
and f nt, and being very noxious.and begetting the J undife and worfe d:- 
feafes I'he like is affirmed by Z)r i-VcKc/;,that the Knarshorouoh Water ex- 
pires through Glafsand tliefirmeftSealcs. AndZ)r. H^fr affirmes of liis 
^pi«^ofrr»^j that by fuch removals, illasa commmihm nihil Mfcrcpaffe , *it 
^uihm fingtilis lagenis a^fia vltrum ( which is gu^'fled to be half a pint ) de- 
cefcrat. He adds ; Decedit etiam qHantitati—fi fons hie alio tramferatmr '- 
(juia fpiritu tttrgemiaplt4s Im^cjuameoprivata^occupare amMt. And l-rM; 
^f/^rm reports as much of thtSmvemr , that in bottles well he i!ed up, 
there wanted to every lagtita ( fl ^sk ) one Glafs of its meafure ( doubtlt.'s 
through the lofTeof the volatile Spirits. } Here wev/ant in!h-u<flion, V/he- 
ther the decrcafe was as well of Weight as of IJulk or Quantity. 

V/hatevet thefe Spiritsbe.which will neither endure to travel from the 
place, norwill beconfined iaany botle, not under any Seal ; Dr While 
undertakes to evince by good Proof9,and manifold indications, that thtfc 
.Scarborough Vf^tCKhwt a mixture or tin(5ture of Iron, Allum.Nitrf. rnd 
probably of a fmall dofe cf Common Salt: Nay, he affirmes punctuaiiy 
(p. 175 ; as upon his own Experiment, that 5. (juans of this water !.'<'r,- 
tain attheieaft: an Ounceof Winerah, and in dry years, ig. c'lasr:? ;, 
And yet that the ufu«! dofcfor women torcmow the'I^ireennckiicK- '' '^ 
'tinnrts of watcr^ and foiiiernurs tnorc. <Is 
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Me further vwicheth his own Trial Cp. 179- ) th« KUrslmugh mmt hath 2. Ouhcs 
of 5alt ina Galloni ihoughitbe 40. miles diftant ttom the S:».- And that he hath 
{ouni alfo by ttyaljthe 16th part of the Nothern Sea water near smrborougb tobea bo- 
dy of Salt ( an Ounce of Salt for every pint } ) and he conceive* the Souther. Seas to con- 
tain a greater proportion of Salt, Here we muft diftinguilh , that the 2. OunccsofSak 
above mentioned , to be found in every Gallon of }{,niirjb»rOUgh Vitet , belang to the 
Well there called the 5'«/j>bar-well .• And for the healing propertiesof the Sweet well 
( as they call the other Well at l^mtrsbortugf) ) he refers to the Ingenious and illufltiotis 
Experiments of Dr. French and Dr. Dean. 

Alt which being confidered , virc cannot but add » that whoever difcovers fuch healinj 
waters, and piiblickly prcfcribes the fafe and right ule of them, does really difttibute 
larger aud nobler Almes , than ifhcbailt and endowed z Savty. For this prolongs iifcj 
andreftorej-healih, Cwhchlifometimes better than life _^ both to rich and Poorj to Na- 
tives and ftrangerj , to Neighbors and Travellots. 

We cannot take off our hands herej without annexing our Authors related Experi- 
ment of C<rpf (p. ij. ^ which were taken out of Pends newly drained, and being 
pat with frefti waiter into a Of ;fr Brewing- veffel , to be prefetvedbm for one night, 
yverc all found dead in the morning. This he imputes to the poifoncus fleams of the Cop- 
^r communicated to the cold water. 

Among the Caufes ol Hot- i^fr»»^^, he dothCp. 181.) alledje aconfiJerable re* 
mark on an Obfervation , made by the lace lord Ftirfdx, cflomc heaps of White pow- 
der, which he found fweat out of the Earth near Bath{ in Jomctfetfliire,; which being 
put into the water, makes it hotj as my felf ( /d/j/j the Pellir ) did experience 5 . or 
6, years after his Lordihip had taken it up. 

As to his laft Ezperimeotal Demoniirations and Obfervations > How the fall of Rain 
and $nov/may generally and moft fiequenily be the «aufe of our puteft, livelieftand 
tnoftlafting Springs , they doe ail agree mott punftually In all ciicumftances,with tlic 
Experiences and Obfervations of an Antient and very W rthy Gmtleman, who lives on 
the fi-ieof Mtndip bills i and hath liad his Eyes always from his Youngcft diyi upon 
the fairefi and fulleft Sources and Amnery'sj I lay not of Mttiiip but I think I may 
fay of this Ijlmd. This Gent'eman hath given to a friend of hit thelnflancei and 
Particulars under his ownliand, both for the Springs about Alendip, and in other parts 
of England J and hath m3ny other Antient Wit'iefles to joyn with him in the fame Cer- 
tificate. And ytt D-. H^inie attributes much ( fome will (ay, more than enough J to 
the Converiion of Air into Water in the Suhttrrmtttut Chtnnelt: For the Iiluftrati(;n 
of which he himfelf knew a Sergeant , belonging to HuU , who in a Viibitt did void above 
f>. quarts or impounds of Urine every 14 bouts, f r lome wetks together, till ail 
his Mufculous parts were diiloived into Uiinei themeifure whereof did farr exceed the 
weight of his whole BoJy , and «f his Meat and Drinlt : In all i^'n time he drank not 
3. pintsofdrinlfinaday. I know net whether I dare allea Ig here Sir Kjnt'm Vigbfi 
rei.tion, Itc recited of the Wwff, which voided aoopountis of Water, as from her bladder, 
every »4'. hours, for ft rr.e wtiks together : or that Older record ot a fi k Maid in Jm/; j 
who did every day voyd j6. pints or pounds of Urine for the fpiic- of 60. dayi j du- 
ring whiih time there wtre coHtfttd 1740. pounds ofU'inemore thm tlk- weight of all 
her Meat aaa Drink,tiiat (he had taken. Hvrum O'fimiliumfdcs penis Authous eft*'
